Every genuine student of Shakespeare has always desired to own those Quartos of 
his Master's Flays and Poems which are the necessary foundations of the Text of so 
many of his greatest productions in the first three periods of his work. Not only in 
importance next to the first folio, but even above it, for some Plays, and for all the 
Poems, stand the first or second quartos, from which, or completed copies of which, 
certain Plays in that Folio were printed ; and etery true and faithful worker at 
Shakespeare's text must want to havo in his own hand, under his own eye, and as his 
own, trustworthy facsimiles of these truest representations of the poet's own manuscript.

The result is a body of absolutely faithful reproductions, accompanied by critical 
remarks upon the texts which are vastly superior to anything else hitherto published in 
illustration of the works of Shakespeare.

1470. In the initial C of the commencing word is the portrait of the 
author as a Cardinal, seated before a table, writing. At his feet in 
front is the lion, and out of the lion’s mouth proceed the ornamental 
stems which form the fine Italian decoration of the initial panel. 

A wide ornamental border of white tendrils surrounds the page on 
bine, gold and green grounds, terminating in corners of roses and other 
flowers. In the lower border are the circlets, the centre one depicting 
the Man of Sorrows, another Saint Justina with the sword in her 
breast and holding a palm, the third a bishop (or pope) who may 
possibly be S. Prosdocimas, first Bishop of Padaa. ’ 

Throughout the text are 48 very fine large initial letters varying 
in size from 1J inches square to 3 inches, in the same beautiful 
elaborate style as the border on page 1. There are also three fine 
bracket borders 12 inches long at the beginning of Rufinus contra 
Hieron., and the two letters to Pammachius. 

On the first and last pages is the following inscription: “ Iste 
liber e monachoru congregacidis see Justine ipi monasterio see 
Justine patavii deputatus.” It is quite possible that the manuscript 
was written at the monastery, but there is no doubt from the presence 
of Saint Justina in the border of page 1, that it was written especially 
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for the monastery. It is however more probable that it was written 
for some influential patron for presentation to the congregation, and 
that ho employed the finest copyists and miniaturists to produce the 
volume.

On the obverse of the first leaf there has been added a transcript 
of the famous letter of PRESTER JOHN to the Greek Emperor 
Manuel, in a handwriting of about 1130, or about a century after the 
body of the book was written. This celebrated letter is generally 
considered to be a forgery of about 1160 a.d., which rapidly became 
circulated throughout Western Europe. The present is therefore 
almost a contemporary copy of it.

This interesting English Book of Hours is made up of two distinct 
portions written at an interval of half a century or so; the earlier 
consisting of the Calendar 13 leaves, and the Oftico of the Dead 45 
leaves, the remainder of the Olliccs being in a later hand. 

The Calendar is essentially English, and contains the following 
unusual entries: Jan. 14. Fidis translatio. 19. Wulfstan; Feb. 12. 

Trans. Fredeswide; May 20. Kthelbert; June 7. AVulfetani trans., 

16 C^viaens et Jnlitta, 20. Trans. Edwardi Reg; Oct. 19. Frideswide; 

Nov . 17. Anianus ; Dec. 7. Octave S. Andrec. Which certainly point 
to the Midland Counties as its place of origin. The prominence giveu 
to Frideswide (two feasts) points to Oxford (the original dedication of 
Christ Church, Oxford, was to S. Frideswide), but equal prominence 
is given to S. Wulfstan, Bishop of Woicester, which would point to 
Worcester. SS. Faith and Andrew arc also mentioned twice. 

The Calendar is written in blue, red and gold, according to the 
importai ce of the festivals, with the initials in burnished gold, and 
maruinal borders with plain ivy and vine leaf terminals. 

The Office of the Dead, which was written at the same time as the 
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Calendar (about 1350-60), is similarly illuminated, and in addition 
has a fine miniature at the beginning of the Office. The miniature to 
this Office usually represents a funeral service, but in the present case 
it appears rather to pourtray the induction of a probationer or novice. 

A celebrant and two priests in Cistercian habits are chanting from a 
book on a lectern, faced by three women, and a fourth in violet robes, 
hooded, with the altar (or rood screen ?) as a background. The whole 
is a very forcible miniature in which gold, red and blue preponderate. 

Several passages have been carefully scraped out, e.g. versus Clamantes 
et dicentes advenisti redemptor, ps ., De profundis clamavi, and others 
substituted probably because the original was not in accordance with 
the use to which it was eventually adapted. 

The remainder of the MS. was written and illuminated in England 
quite early in the fifteenth century. It is in a heavy Gothic writing 
with many small illuminated and pen letters. The first pages of 
the Offices are beautifully illuminated with large initial letters and 
broad borders, in four cases extending all round the page, in eight 
cases extending to three sides only. It is in the pure English style of 
that date, which is so well represented in the Owen Jones' Psalter at 
South Kensington. 

This volume is a curious example of the way in which older MSS. 
were adapted for later use. It is quite possible that the older portion 
was originally of some local English use ; it does not conform exactly 
with either the Sarnm or Roman use.

The feast of S. Taurin who was the first bishop of Evreux and the 
patron of the Cathedral of that city, is written in red the same colour 
as the principal feasts. 

The volume is very interesting on account of the decorations being 
in a transitional state between the early stiff ivy leaf pattern which 
was in vogue in France generally during the first half of the 14th 
century and that broader floreated style that succeeded it in England. 

The back grounds of the miniatures have sometimes the French 
chequer of red, blue and gold squares dotted with white; sometimes 
the English chequer of plain diaper work of gold lines on a colour; in 
other cases the background consists of a plain burnished gold field, 
but in each oase the ground is represented by a plain colour (generally 
green) in some cases extending half way up the miniature. In three 
instances the borders are very distinctive, the bracket lines round the 
pages which support the ivy leaf decorations being entwined with an 
acanthus and other leaf design whioh is suggestive of English work¬ 
manship. Until the Treaty of Bretigny in 1360, Evrenx was within 
the English possessions, so the mingling of the two schools in this 
MS. is not surprising.

On the end flyleaf is another inscription in verse of 11 lines written 
by the same hand. 

The motto on the sides of the binding, ‘ Recedant vetera,* was used 
by the unlucky Frederic III of Naples (1496-1504) who lost his 
kingdom. 

A very striking feature of this MS. is the fact that the miniatures 
to the Heures de la concepcion notre dame and to a prayer to the Virgin 
at the end, beginning Mere de Dieu qui mise et assise lassus an throne 
divin are woodcuts printed on vellum and coloured by the illuminator 
in opaque colours. The former of the two is the contre-partie (except 
in regard to the inscriptions) of a woodcut that was greatly used by 
Voetre in his printed Horte ; the latter is a representation of the 
Virgin suckling the Child Jesus in a circle with the instruments of the 
Passion in the corners of the frame, with a six-line prayer to the 
Virgin below it in Gothic letter. Manuscripts of 1440-50 containing 
coloured woodcuts are not unusual, but it is rarely one meets with a 
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MS. of the date of the present volume containing them. It might be 
possible to connect the volume with one of the artists employed by 
Vostre to illustrate his Hor®, as there is no donbt the present cuts 
were printed expressly for the purpose for which they were used. 

They are not cuts extracted from a printed book, but were specially 
printed on one side of a leaf of vellum, the other side being left blank.

The engraved designs on the sides of the binding are:—A figure of 
a woman in liowing robes, holding a caduceus and trampling on a 
huge lion at her feet, with the motto Forza sotto la EUoquenlia below. 

On the lower side is engraved a female Bacchus, crowned with a 
wreath and holding a dish of fruit or cups, with the motto Oontento 
amoroso . The three panels of the back are also neatly engraved with 
scroll work and flowers.

This very characteristic specimen of XLV century English is not 
just a portion off a complete Bible but a thoroughly condensed sum¬ 
mary of a considerable section of it. Of the two versions given in the 
printed edition by Forshall and Madden it corresponds with the second. 
Its method is to give several verses in full and then entirely omit what 
in a doctrinal sense might be considered superfluous detail. 

The MS. begins with Ezechiel chap. 3, and takes in Daniel, the 
12 minor prophets and Maccabees chap. 1-9. Although a small 
volume, it is nevertheless a very precious memento of the Great 
English Reformer, and shows the means that were adopted by his 
followers to popularise biblical knowledge among those who were 
unable to possess the complete Scriptures. It may well be looked upon 
as the English form of those Biblia Pauperum which were issued on 
the Continent fifty years later. 

The only similar abridgement I can trace is one preserved in the 
Cambridge University Library, and this also contains only a portion 
of the Bible.

Their friendship was 
constant and only ended by the death of her Ladyship in 1827. He 
consistently consulted her on his literary and official engagements and 
claimed from her a patronage which was always readily granted. He 
sent to her the ballads, chiefly copied in his own hand, which he so 
industriously gathered together with news of all that happened, 
whether he was living at Edinburgh, Ashestiel, London or Abbotsford. 

To give a just idea of the value of this voluminous correspondence 
by mere extracts is quite impossible. Certain of the letters are printed 
in “ Familiar Letters of Sir Walter Scott,” edited by D. Douglas, 

2 vol8., 8vo., 1894, but about thirty remain unpublished. 

The following paragraphs from a letter dated 8th January , 1813, 
giving Scott’s opinion of Lord Byron’s powers, must serve as a small 
specimen of their entrancing interest. 

“ You ask me, dear Lady Abercorn, how I like Lord Byron's poem, and I answer. 

Very much. There is more original strength and force of thinking in it, as well a* 
command of language and versification, than in almost any modem poem of the same 
length that I have happened to meet with. It is really a powerful poem, the more 
powerful because it arrests the attention without the aid of narrative, and without the 
least apparent wish to conciliate the favour of the reader, but rather an affectation of 
the contrary. A say an affectation to the contrary, because I should be sorry to think 
that a young man of Lord Byron’s powers should really and unaffectedly entertain 
and encourage a contempt for all sublunary comforts and enjoyments. . . . This tinge 
of discontent, or perhaps one may almost say misanthropy, is the only objection I have 
to Lord B.'s very powerful and original work. ... By the way, there is a report 
Childe Harold is to be married to an heiress of oar northern clime.”

Of the personalities thrown into strong relief by the French Revolution and the event# 
which followed it none is more striking, more interesting, and in some ways more 
romantic, than that of Charles Francois Duperier Dumouriez, who, born thirty years 
before Napoleon, won fame in Germany, Spain, Corsica, and Poland, both as a soldier 
and a diplomatic agent, before holding between 1777 and 1793 the important poets of 
Commandant of Cherbourg, Head of the Military Division at Nantes, Minister successively 
of Foreign Affairs and of War, and Commander-in-Chief of the Army of the North. In 
the latter capacity he was mainly responsible for the check experienced by the Allied 
Forces at Yalmy, upon which he was acclaimed the Saviour of the Republic, while his 
victory at Jemappes assured the conquest of the Belgic Provinces. His taking refuge 
some months later in the enemies* camp, in order to save his life, not only ended his 
career as a French soldier and statesman, but has materially affected the place assigned 
him in French History by his compatriots. Ten years later he was summoned (probably 
at Nelson*s suggestion) from his place of exile near Hamburg, and between 1803—1805 
(principally under the aegis of Mr. Pitt) drew up a complete plan for the defence of 
England against Napoleon, and was afterwards employed on more than one secret 
mission of considerable importance. From 1804 until his death in 1823, at the age ot 
eighty-seven, he received a substantial pension from the British Government. Copies of 
many portions of the Dumouriez Scheme of Defence are in the Record Office, but the 
authors have had access to Dumouriez* holograph copy of the whole project, recovered 
by chance some years ago in London. In the course of their researches other unknown 
and unpublished schemes of National Defence and important correspondence on the 
subject were discovered, comprising a complete plan drawn up in 1803 by the Duke of 
York, and numerous original letters written by George TIL, Mr. Pitt, Lord Nelson, and 
others, as well as by General Dumouriez himself.
